THE GREEN PARTY'S 
LACKLUSTER PLATFORM FAILS 
TO GAIN ENVIRONMENTAL 
ENDORSEMENTS 





Peter Johnston doesn't have any illu- 
sions about his chances on election 
day. The deputy leader of the Alber- 
ta Green Party is running in Edmon- 
ton-Glenora, but he doesn’t expect 
he'll be forsaking his small business 
for the halls of the provincial legisla- 
ture anytime soon. 

“To be quite honest, I think it's un- 
likely,” he says with a good-natured 
chuckle. “I would be as surprised as 
everyone else.” 

His self-assessment is not off- 
base. With no seats in the legisla- 
ture, the Green Party suffers from 
a huge visibility and credibility gap. 
Their leader, George Read (who's 
running in Calgary-Elbow), will 
not appear on the televised leaders’ 
debate tonight (Thursday). And al- 
though the Green Party might seem 
like the natural choice for environ- 
mentalists, the “green” vote won't 
necessary go to the Green Party on 
March 3. 

The battle for the votes of Alberta's 
environmentalists has some clear 
front-runners, and surprisingly, the 
Green Party isn’t among them. The 
Conservation Voters of Alberta, a 
coalition of environmentalists work- 
ing to make the environment the top 
issue this election, says the Liberals 
have the strongest environmental 
platform, primarily because of their 
promise to place absolute caps on 
carbon emissions. (For more detailed 
candidate endorsements, check out 
www.conservationvoters.ab.ca.) 


That endorsement is a bit of a 
snub, considering that the Green 
Party regards itself as the political 
wing of the global environmental 
movement. 

But Lindsay Telfer, director of the 
Sierra Club’s Prairie chapter and a 
member of Conservation Voters, 
points out that the Greens haven't 
offered environmentalists a detailed 
policy on which to base their en- 


dorsements. 
“The Greens’ platform is very weak 
on detail,” Telfer says. “It makes it 


difficult for voters to assess. I mean, 
it's the Green Party, so you assume 
they are going to have good policies 
and you assume they are going to 
move the agenda forward, but they 
really didn’t provide detail in their 
plan on how specifically they are go- 
ing to do that.” 


Greens Left Out 

The perception that the Greens have 
no chance of winning here in oil-rich 
Alberta might also have something to 
do with their lack of endorsements 
Greenpeace activist Mike Hudema 
says he didn’t even look at the Green 
Party's platform because he was so 
focused on pushing for promises 
from the “three majors”—the Tories, 
the Liberals and the NDP. 

Johnston himself has said that 
Green candidates have only a slim 
chance of getting elected. So why 
should environmentally minded Al- 
bertans cast a ballot for them? “We 
do get that question a lot,” Johnston 
admits. “Even if we don’t get some- 
one in the legislature, every vote does 
count because the established par- 
ties study our votes just as much as 
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Grabbing The “Green” Vote 


everybody else's and if we continue 
to increase our vote by eight per cent 
every election, they'll take note of it 
We have to get votes in order for the 
Greens to have an influence.” 

Ultimately, the Green Party plan 
has more to do with influencing the 
policies of other parties than assum- 
ing power themselves. Even with 
a couple of members in the house, 
Johnston argues that the Green Par- 
ty would be able to stir up public un- 
rest on the environment, just as Joe 
Anglin did with Bill 46, the conten- 
tious EUB bill. 


Liberals Ahead By A Nose 
Telfer acknowledges the good work 
the Greens have done on Bill 46, but 
she says the Liberals’ climate change 
plan “takes the cake.” 

Their promise of an absolute cap 
on greenhouse gas emissions in five 
years was exactly what many envi- 
ronmentalists were looking for. (Ab- 
solute caps mean that greenhouse 
gas emissions cannot rise. Under the 
Tory plan, for example, the amount 
of emissions per barrel of oil would 
decrease, but Hudema points out 
that the number of barrels produced 
could increase, which means emis- 
sions could still rise.) 

Although both Telfer and Hudema 
would have preferred a promise to 
halt the oilsands outright, and while 
several Green candidates have talk- 
ed about doing precisely this (even 
though such a move is not men- 
tioned in the official Green Party 
platform), they nevertheless feel the 
Liberals’ plan is better and more de- 
tailed than the Greens’, or that of the 
New Democrats. 


“The NDP are saying much the 
same things,” “Their 
platform isn’t substantively differ- 
ent. The Liberals have just provided 
more details.” 

The one item that the NDP are 
very specific about is their proposal 
for an Alberta Renewable Energy 
Corporation, a government-owned 
company that would develop the 
renewable energy market. “It's an 
amazing plan,” says Hudema. “But 
it's long-term. In addition to that, we 


Telfer says. 


were looking for some activities that 
were short-term, that are really go- 
ing to have an immediate impact.” 

The NDP’s promise to consult 
with industry and citizens on green- 
house gas emissions targets also sent 
up a red flag for Telfer. “The targets 
should be set by science,” she says. 
“It’s the strategies that you use to 
meet those targets—that's what we 
need to consult on.” 

But that’s not to say Telfer has 
completely dismissed either the 
NDP or the Greens. In fact, she 
thinks the Greens might actually 
win a couple of seats, particularly in 
Lacombe-Ponoka, where Anglin has 
been running a strong campaign. 
Conservation Voters is endorsing 
individual candidates in each riding, 
and candidate endorsements are 
based on individual environmental 
commitment and not necessarily 
party policy. Besides, there's still a 
week left in the election, and Telfer 
is watching party announcements 
closely. 

For his part, deputy Green Party 
leader Johnston says he’ll kept cam- 
paigning, regardless of the results 
on March 3. ,

When I try to think of activities 
where professionals are as devalued 
s they are in politics, these are the 
two that spring to mind. A politician 
has to be something of a whore to 
succeed, Massaging the issues and 
promising a happy ending. It’s not a 
bad idea to be an athlete either, given 
the hellish drain of running for pub- 
lic office. 

What a politician can’t be these 
days is highly and visibly experi- 
enced. Whether we're talking about 
Alberta or America, “change” is the 
magic word this season. Every poli- 
tician wants the electorate to believe 
that they represent change, no mat- 
ter how implausible the claim. 

€d Stelmach, a Klein veteran of 13 
years’ standing, is masquerading as 
the embodiment of change. Steddie 
is pretending that this is Year Zero, 
an astonishing repudiation of the re- 
cord of his former boss (and of him- 
self), who won four consecutive ma- 


jorities. It says a lot about the Klein 
legacy that Stelmach wants nothing 
to do with it, but it reveals a area 
deal about the rest of us too. 

We're about to re-elect the PC 
crew, which means that many of us 
buy the pig with-lipstick makeover 
they're selling. Stelmach’s increased 
popularity apparently depends on 
Albertans seeing him as an amiable 
amateur, a political outsider rather 
than an old establishment pro. Vot 
ers are being asked to believe that the 
premier’s résumé doesn’t count and 
that if he does have any experience 
he is very sorry about it 

This is only fitting in this most 
Americanized of Canadian prov- 
inces, as it mimics what's happening 
south of the border in the presiden- 
tial primaries. 

John McCain, who will be the Re 
publican nominee, has been a U.S 
senator for 21 years, and was a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives 
for four years before that. But his 
campaign glosses over his Washing- 
ton experience, in contrast with its 
promotion of his much older mili- 
tary record and his current prom- 
ises to change American politics. It's 
like the intervening two and a half 


decades didn’t happen. This may be 
considered wise, as many decisions 
in which he participated haven't pro 
duced the best results 

On the Democratic side, former 
co-president and twice-elected sena 
tor Hillary Clinton has fallen into a 
virtual tie with Barack Obama. Any- 
one watching them debate sees that 
Clinton has Obama beat in terms of 
knowledge and policy depth, which 
is why Obama is much more com- 
ortable performing solo, where his 
art-inspiring platitudes about “do 
ing politics differently” go unchal 
enged. But he is a fresh, smiling face 
has 


compared with Clinton, who 


been around long enough to gather a 





ong list of enemies. It is her experi- 
ence as much as her “cold personal- 
ity” (hiya, misogynists) that makes 
her vulnerable to defeat by a relative 
newcomer. 

Obama put the lie to his allegedly 
fresh and principled approach to 
politics months ago, when he and 
his spokespeople vociferously de- 
nied that he was or had ever been a 
Muslim. The wording was indignant 
where it should have been dismis- 
sive.

A Nordic Affair 


STARTING A CROSS-COUNTRY 
SKIING REGIMEN REQUIRES 
THE RIGHT SKIS, THE RIGHT 
CLOTHES, AND THE RIGHT 
COMMITMENT TO TRAINING 





I'm usually attracted to adventures 
that require me to undergo a little 
adversity, but this winter | decided to 
try something a little less “extreme” 
and pursue an activity a little more 
traditional and close to my heart 
cross-country skiing 

Growing up in pre-boom Fort Mc- 
Murray, I was on plastic kiddie skis 
from the moment I reached toddler- 
hood. This year, with the initial goal 
of skiing in the Birkebeiner—sadly 
cancelled this year due to ridiculous 
wind-chill temperatures—I harked 
back to my bygone childhood days 
gliding over the snow. 

To prepare, | considered three 
things: what type of skis to use, how 
to dress for outdoor aerobics, and 
how to train. 

First: skis. My debate raged be- 
tween waxable and wax-less skis. I 
spoke with Chris Field, a friend anda 
cross-country guru who coaches the 
Special Olympics Cross-Country Ski 
team, to get informed 

“The biggest difference in the ski- 
ing experiences of waxable versus 
waxless skis is the ability to fine- 
tune your grip and glide,” he tells 


me. “Waxless skis have a set size of 


grip area. A waxable ski allows you 
to fine-tune where your grip starts 
and stops, giving you better glide 
and more efficiency. The drawback 
to waxable skis is the wax. It can be 
hard to find the perfect wax for the 
day, and that can make for a frustrat- 
ing day of skiing. Waxless skis will 
behave the same on every day of ski- 
ing.” 

The best way to find out your own 
preference is to start with rentals 
You can rent skis in Edmonton at 
Mountain €quipment Co-Op and 
Totem Outfitters. The 
Wilderness Center and Snow Valley 
offer rentals on-site.

Second: garb. You've seen them— 
those neon-bright, skin-tight uni- 
suits that Olympians don for compe- 
tition. Not quite ready to commit to 
the cult of spandex, I sought alterna- 
tive solutions. 

The most important feature for 
any garb in a sweaty situation (and 
believe me, you will sweat!) is the 
ability to wick moisture away from 
your skin to keep you dry and warm. 
An ensemble consisting of a mois- 
ture-wicking base layer and any 
number of breathable layers on top 
will function best. This includes ev- 
ery garment you wear, from head to 
toe—especially your feet and core 

Other things to consider are wind 
protection, as you'll be speeding 
across the snow pretty quickly once 


you get the hang of it. Look for any 
kind of shell that blocks wind with 
some degree of breathability. And 
try to obey the basic common-sense 
low-temperature rules: cover your 
head and neck, wear mitts instead of 
gloves, and stay well-nourished and 
hydrated 

Third: fitness—the most challeng- 
ing but crucial element of any cross 
country excursion Selecting skis 
and the proper gear is easy. Getting 
in shape involves motivation and a 
plan of attack. If you're like me, it's 
not so easy. 

The best way to stay on track is to 
get a training buddy or group. Sev- 
eral organizations like the Edmonton 
Nordic Ski Club and Cross Country 
Alberta run programs and list clubs 
as a place to start. The City of Ed- 
monton offers adult programs in the 
River Valley. Throughout the city 
parks system are tracked trail—the 
best, according to Field, is in Goldbar. 
On the outskirts of town there’s the 
Strathcona Wilderness Centre, Elk 
Island National Park, and Cooking- 
Late Blackfoot Provincial Recreation 
Area. As long as there’s snow, there's 
no shortage of training space 

With a little instruction and some 
tweaks to your technique, cross- 
country skiing is easier than it looks 
If the conditions are favourable and 
you're prepared, it's a beautiful way 
to spend a wintry afternoon.

Though it holds the record for the 
country with the oldest archaeologi 
alevidence of winemaking, China is 
sill amewcomer to the modern wine 
industry. 

This seems a little odd, especially 
given the fact that in 2004 China 
had the world’s fifth largest vine- 
yard area and seventh largest wine 
production level. Consumption of 
wine in China is rising very rapidly; 
jt doubled between 1999 and 2004, 
and increases by approximately 15 
per cent each year. While there are 
only about 500 wineries operating 
country-wide, most of these are very 
large-scale enterprises, with thou- 
sands of hectares of land under vine 
in most cases. 

While it: may be relatively un- 
known in North America right now, 
Chinese wine is on its way to liquor 
store shelves and wine lists across 
the world. 

So, what do Chinese wines taste 
like? Traditional Chinese wines were 
quite unlike the wines we Western- 
es are accustomed to; they tended to

The Changyu wines were more 
promising, bearing clear evidence 
of their French influence.

alled the Wildflower Grill. The big 
sions that read “Now Open” helped 
| promptly made a reservation and 
headed out for a lunch date with my 
ife Nona the very next day. The 
space is cozy—nicely appointed in 
kontemporary design colours and 
jextures—but what really caught my 
attention was the large staff; we were 
greeted by one host while another 
checked our reservation, a third took 
our coats, and the fourth showed us 
fo our table. As we sat down, I looked 
per at the open kitchen's cooking 
line to find no fewer than five cooks 
standing behind it, with another two 
scurrying about doing prep in the 
back. They must be genetically en- 
gineering servers! But, given that 
live grown accustomed to receiving 
o service in Alberta, I welcomed the 
hange. 
| turned my attention to the menu 
pnd noticed that the first item listed 
“Hot Vichysoisse” with corn 
and butternut squash. Again, I'm 


not generally a stickler for details, 
but I should point out here that Vi 


+ chysoisse is a cold potato and leek 


soup. When it's served hot, it's called 
“Potage Parmentier,” and contains 
neither corn nor butternut squash 
So when the waiter asked if I had any 
questions, I couldn't help but say, “As 
a matter of fact, I do.” 

The server patiently noted my cor- 
rection and promptly took our order. 
My wife Nona chose a salad with 
grilled vegetables, salmon, and hali- 
but (most main course lunch items at 
the Wildflower run $14-$18), while I 
opted for the butternut squash ravi- 
oli 

The folks who own Wildflower 
(the same folks, incidentally, who 
own Lazia), claim Wildflower spe- 
cializes in “New Canadian Cuisine.” 
Now, I’m not sure there is such 
a thing as Canadian cuisine—un- 
less you want to sit around dipping 
Timbits in maple syrup. The menu 
offers Yorkshire puddings—which, 
granted, are served “poutine style,” 
but I found little else to suggest a Ca- 
nadian theme. Frankly, if you have 
to explain your restaurant's theme, it 
likely doesn’t have much of one. I’ve 
noted a similar breakdown in logic 
at Lazia, which, contrary to their 
claims, is not a fusion restaurant. 

Before long, another, different serv- 
er delivered our food. Wildflower is 
one of those “big plate” restaurants, 
and the food was artfully distributed 
across large platters. My ravioli came 
with a pink créme sauce, red and 
white asparagus, grilled cherry to- 
matoes, and something described as

And Yo La Tengo 
ame out to support their friends in 
he Furries, and Steve Shelley from 
Sonic Youth was there—and I hit the 
stage with a pile of junk I’m pulling 
out of a suitcase that just flew from 
Halifax, and I’m realizing that some 
iof it didn’t survive the flight. 

‘Im standing onstage for the 
first gig, in front of all these great 


musicians, and my gear isn’t work- 
g. In the end, did anyone notice or 
care? I don’t know—they came up 
and said, “Oh, great show!’, so I'm 
not going to try to dissuade them. 
ou know, “Glad you liked it, and by 
the way, nothing worked. I might as 
Well have been riding an exercise 
bike onstage.” 

Other hazards endemic to HF's 
nique style: getting to a venue and

Flying by the seat of your pants 
unsure if tonight is the last time 
you'll ever play your best-known 
song, may seem like a half-assed 
way to run a music career, but for 
Borcherdt, predictability is anath- 
ema to creativity. 

This is a man who's served time in 
bands as disparate as indie-popsters 
By Divine Right and East Coast punk 
rockers Burnt Black; who runs a re- 
cord label (Dependent Music, which 
he started as a teenager in Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia in 1994) that's really 
an artist's collective owned in part 
by the artists on the label; and who 
acts as a producer to said artists, 
who run the gamut from Halifax 
indie-rockers Wintersleep to jazz-in- 
flected folkie Jill Barber to Borcherdt 
himself, who records solo as The Re- 
mains Of Brian Borcherdt—a project 
he rarely finds room for anymore 
with the demands Holy Fuck makes 
on his time. 

“T just finished [a record|—it’s only 


eight songs and it’s really depress- 
ing,” he says. “And then there're 
another two records to follow that 
one that I’ve recorded and still not 
released... Sometimes | feel like I 
take myself too seriously solo, like 
I'm a bit of a downer, so Holy Fuck is 
a good remedy for that.” 

Borcherdt is a man of decidedly 
non-commercial sensibilities. He 
plays in any band that strikes his 
fancy, names his current barid Holy 
Fuck, makes non- 
genre-specific music that by his own 
admission is almost impossible to 
market conventionally, relies on “in- 
struments” that could break down 
at any moment, and runs his label 
as an artist's collective rather than a 
for-profit enterprise. 

Yet he still offers an abashed reply 
when I ask about his extracurricular 
accomplishments. “I wish I could tell 
you we had superhero alter egos,” he 
says, “but we're just sort of boring 
dudes.”

Walsh are the nexus of the band, the 
only two who've been there since the 
beginning.

Fuck’s Junk 


“My worst job ever was working at Value Village,” says Holy Fuck’s 


Brian Borcherdt. “But now, 15 years later, I'm like, ‘I could have 
gotten all my equipment there!” 

Borcherdt and company have hauled some pretty strange things 
onstage with them over the last few years. Here are a few of 


them. 








A 35mm film-to-tape synchronizer (a piece of 
archaic film editing hardware) outfitted with 
guitar pickups and a lengthy film reel. It makes 
a rhythmic scratching sound when the long 
strips of film are pulled back and forth. 


Casio SK-1 





A 32-key keyboard first manu- 
factured in 1985, with a few 
chintzy preset drumbeats and instrument sounds. It can store a 
single 1.5-second sample in its memory. The SK-1 and similarly 
lo-fi keyboards are HF's staple instruments. 


Total Sonic Annihilation Pedal 

A pedal to plug other pedals into, creating 
a noise-drenched feedback loop of pure, 
screaming noise. Holy Fuck up the ante on 
this one even further, feeding the heavily 
~ distorted noise produced by the Annihila- 
tion pedal into their mixers, then back into 
the pedal. The result is a wall of sound Phil 
Spector could only dream of.

The Pop Star Who Wasn't

You might not expect Emm Gryner, 
‘a Lilith Fair-approved singer/song- 
writer and doe-eyed piano balladeer 
who lives in a tiny Ontario town with 
a population of barely over 6,000, to 
moonlight in a New York City-based 
sleaze-rock band and record a song 
called “Fuckin’”—but Gryner's always 
been a freer musical spirit than her 
public image might suggest. 

Or at least, freer than her image 
suggested to me. I admit: | had her 
lumped in with the late-’90s posse of 
girly alterna-rockers and neo-folkies 
myself, and hadn't given her much 
thought since her 1998 hit “Summer- 
long” became part of the soundtrack 
to my senior year of high school. 
Gryner’s public profile has been rela- 
tively low ever since—shortly after 
her 1998 album Public came out, she 
was dumped from Mercury Records, 
and her next disc, 1999's Science 
Fair, didn’t spawn any hits. 

“After I made Public I went and re- 
corded Science Fair in a cottage on 
an eight-track for two weeks,” she 
says. “That was my reaction to get- 
ting a taste of the business... | think 
that even those artists that you look 


at and think of as really successful — 


and popular, they still have night- 
mare situations with their labels and 
people they work with. I was really 
fortunate that I got signed to a deal 
that gave me a glimpse of the old- 
school way of venturing out into 
having a career: you get signed for 





x number of albums, try to sell mil- 
lions. I’m glad I’m making records 
the way I am now instead.” 

After she lost her Mercury con 
tract, Gryner didn’t shop around des- 
perately for a new label—she simply 
went back to her own, Dead Daisy, 
through which she'd already released 
her 1995 debut And Distrust It and its 
follow-up, The Original Leap Year. 

Gryner may have scraped the edge 
of pop stardom, only to fall into 
(relative) obscurity, but out of the 
limelight, she’s quietly become a 
songwriter who scrapes the edge of 
greatness, possessed of an unabash- 
edly emotive musical and lyrical sen- 
sibility, not to mention a gorgeous, 
evocative voice. (Proof: her cover 
of hardcore heroes Fugazi’s “Wait- 
ing Room” on her 1997 cover album 
Girl Versions takes a terse knife-edge 
rocker, unwinds the tension slightly, 
and uncovers the song’s latent mel- 
ancholy. Fugazi’s Ian Mackaye even 
gave her props on it in a personal 
letter.) 

A few years ago, Gryner abandoned 
Canada’s hippest musical scenester- 
topia, Montreal, for St. Mary's, On- 
tario. I find it odd that Gryner left 
Montreal just as it was becoming a 
recognized musical hotbed, with in- 
dustry attention from around the 
globe focused, laserlike, on any re- 
motely promising local bands (thanks 
to the success of scene heavyweights 
The Arcade Fire-and The Unicorns). 
But maybe it’s not so odd, given her 
industry antipathy. 

“J just wanted to kind of live in a 
house and have a little space and be 
closer to my family,” she says. “Mon- 
treal was great, I lived in this New 
Yorky brownstone sort of walkup 
with-the-McGarrigles [Canadian folk 
legends Kate and Anna]. It's such 
an amazingly creative place, but not 


enough for me. So moving here, I 
wrote the whole record that's coming 
out next year, in six months. And it 
made me feel like when I was grow- 
ing up in Ontario.” (Gryner grew up 
in Forest, Ontario, a town even tinier 
than St. Mary’s.) 

If Gryner’s celebrity has grown 
slowly in Canada, it's undergone 
a comparable explosion in, of all 
places, Ireland. In 2005 she released 
Songs of Love and Death, a collection 
of Irish cover tunes, and her touring 
there has earned her a cult following 
in the country. 

“There's nowhere else I’ve been 
where there's so few people but such 
a high quality of music and art. Even 
the journalists are inspiring to me.” 

It couldn’t have hurt that in 2006, 
Dublin’s favourite son Bono told 
Q magazine that “Almighty Love,” 
off Gryner’s 2006 album Summer 
of High Hopes, is a song he wishes 
he'd written. That came on the heels 
of a tour as a backup singer for Da- 
vid Bowie, who's been heard to call 
Gryner one of his favourite artists. 

“1 do sort of seem to be the poster 
girl for famous people coming out 
and saying nice things,” sne says. 
“But on the other hand, you don’t 
want to be the dude who's a favou- 
rite with a bunch of famous people. 
If someone loves it in the middle of 
nowhere, that’s just as important.” 

From most artists, that kind of talk 
would seem like boilerplate humility. 
But Gryner sounds almost ernbar- 
rassed about it, quick to deflect at- 
tention away from her plaudits and 
onto others—from recent additions 
to the Dead Daisy roster, In-Flight 
Safety (“a band like that just gets 
better and better”), to her current 
tourmate Josh Ritter. 

“I really admire Josh Ritter, who 
I’m opening for, because he just

Despite his reputation as one of the great 
free improvisers, pianist Wayne Horvitz 
does not often get asked to work as a 
sideman.

In just over a 
decade, the man has led a plethora of 
combos—The President, Pigpen, Zony 
Mash, The Four Plus One Ensemble, 
Gravitas Quartet, Sweeter Than The Day, 
Varmint—along with various one-off side 
projects. When he does ride along on 
somebody else's band, it’s usually in the 
league of John Zorn's acclaimed Naked 
City. 

So when Horvitz was contacted out of 
the biue by Edmonton's Modo Trio, the 
Seattle resident was reluctant to commit 
to their request for a team-up, But after 
checking out the band's bona fides through 
a mutual acquaintance —New York muiti- 
instrumentalist Jarnie Saft, who produced 
the Modo's The Uninvited album—Horvitz 
popped in the accompanying Modo Trio CD.

A Hitch In The Road

Josh Ritter, Americana songwiter ex- 
traordinaire, is set to play February 
27 at the Myer Horowitz Theatre. It 
won't be his first time his presence 
has graced Oil City, however. In fact, 
Ritter says both times he's appeared 
in Edmonton before this one have 
been memorable. 


Ritter begins by telling me about 
the time he and his band were on 
their way to our fine city from Sas- 
katoon. 

“We were driving on the Yellow- 
head,” he begins, “and you could see 
forever and ever. Up ahead, all we 
could see was this one thick, black 
plume of smoke. It still was an hour 
away, but when we got to it we were 
the first car there. It was an intersec- 
tion between a road and a train track, 
and standing out in front of this huge 
fire was this train conductor and a 
truck driver, and they were both kind 
of scratching their heads. Apparently 
they had been racing each other.” 

“What!?” I say. 

“Well, the semi truck almost made 
it, but the train hit the back of it and 
it was on fire.” 

“So this wasn't really an accident,” 


I say, trying to understand the logic 
behind this “race.” 

“Tt was an accident in that the truck 
driver didn't quite make it,” Ritter 
explains. “They were expecting it to 
work out better than it did.” 

“But if the train was racing... if it 
had been able to go a second faster 
it would have nailed the truck right 
in the middle, and the guy would 
have died, right? It just seems like... 
a weird goal.” 

“Right,” Ritter says. “But he made 
it!”

In Bruges marks the feature film di- 
rectorial debut of Martin McDonagh 
McDonagh’s only other foray into 


film was Six Shooter, which won the 
Oscar in 2005 for Best Live Action 
Short, but he's actually much better 
known for his dark, disturbing and 
often hilarious plays: The Pillowman, 
A Skull in Connemara, The Beauty 
Queen of Leenane, all of which have 
been produced to great acclaim here 
in Edmonton. 

You know when you see a Mc- 
Donagh play, there will be blood- 
shed... 
Donagh fan (one who's also acted 
in local productions of his work), | 


and then some. As a Mc- 


was very pleased to see him bring the 
same sensibility to film. 

After a job gone gruesomely wrong, 
two Irish hitmen are exiled to Bruges, 
a Belgian tourist trap, with orders to 
keep a low profile while awaiting fur- 
ther instructions. Bruges’ medieval 
architecture wins over the elder Ken 
(Brendan Gleeson), who chooses to 
enjoy his forced vacation by going 
sightseeing in the small, quaint vil- 
lage. Touring the beautiful canals and 
churches seem to be exactly what he 
needs, a moment of calm before the 





shitstorm that the botched London 
job is bound to stir up. 

However, Ken's partner, the twitchy, 
unpredictable Ray (Colin Farrell), 
is unimpressed by Bruges’ charms. 
“If I was retarded and grew up on 
a farm, Bruges would impress me,” 
“But I didn't, so it doesn't.” 
Ray soon finds other distractions to 
alleviate his boredom, but he always 
comes back to the reason he’s wound 
up in Belgium in the first place. He 


he says. 


begins to realize that there are some 
crimes you just can’t run away from, 


Bruges, you see, turns out to |. 
filled with other souls as lost as th, 
hitmen, including various ugly North, 
American tourists, a drug-addled 
vaguely racist midget, and a ong 
eyed Belgian stick-up man with , 
gun filled with blanks. They all shuf 
fle through the streets as if wande 
ing in a dream. Eventually both men 
begin to recognize Bruges for what it 
is: their own personal purgatory 

The acting here is phenomenal 
most notably the performance by 
the superb Gleeson (Gangs of New 
York, The General). His overbearing 
size and gruff exterior barely hide 
the genuine affection he feels for 
his younger partner, Farrell, mean 
while, gives his best performance to 
date as the troubled Ray. He squirms 
through nearly every scene—Ray is 
as uncomfortable in Bruges as he is 
in his own skin. And Ralph Fiennes 
is an absolute delight as their hard- 
assed boss Harry. His steely stare 
and tight-lipped smile are almost 
as terrifying as his warped sense of 
duty and propriety. 

McDonagh is a genius at writing 
characters who are deeply unhappy 
with their lot in life—but obliviously 
so. The charm of his creations comes 
from their deep-rooted sadness and 
their inability to do anything about it 
which usually culminates in a violent 
emotional meltdown. 

His script also does a magnificent 
job in this script of connecting all the 
loose ends that at first seem more 
like single-serving non sequiturs. As 
is the case with his plays, you eventu- 
ally realize that everything happens 
for a reason, making In Bruges less 
post-Tarantino British gangster flick 
than a dreamlike, existential study of 
guilt and accountability. 

In Bruges is a fantastic first from 
McDonagh. I can’t wait to see what 
he does for an encore.

The Oscars are going to happen af- 
ter all, and hallelujah for that—what 
would SEE’s squadron of film critics 
have to complain about otherwise? 
Somehow, moaning about the tacky 
production numbers at the BAFTAs 
just wouldn't have been the same 
Well, we at SEE may not have 
the resources to stage an elaborate 
awards ceremony or convince George 
Clooney and Nicole Kidman to hand 
out statuettes or hire Jon Stewart to 
host or even pay Bruce Vilanch to 





write our jokes for us. 

What we can do better than just 
about anyone, however, is second- 
guess the nominations in the five 
major categories and offer our sug- 
gestions as to personal favourites 
and under-the-Academy-radar ob- 
scurities that, in a perfect world, we 
would have liked to have seen nomi- 
nated instead. Remember: these are 
not predictions as to who will win, 
but rather our choices of films and 
actors who probably never stood a 
hope in Hell of even showing up on 
the shortlist. 

SEE film editor Paul Matwychuk 
sat down with “Freedom of Choice” 
columnist G.H. Lewmer last week 
to hash the whole thing out. Here's 
their conversation. 


{oT PICTURE 

Paul Matwychuk: The conventional 
wisdom you see among critics is that 
this year, for a change, the two lead- 
ing contenders for Best Picture—No 
Country for Old Men and There Will 
Be Blood—are also the year's two 
biggest critics’ darlings. And that 
almost never happens. Then you've 
g0t Michael Clayton, which I prob- 
ably wouldn’t have nominated my- 
self, but which is a solid, grown-up 
thriller that will probably age very 
well 20 years from now. 

And then there’s Juno and Atone- 
ment, which I thought were pretty 
bad movies. tonement is like Out of 
‘fica or The Mission-one of 








“prestigious” Oscar nominees that a 
year later no one even remembers 
And for my money, Juno is the worst 
film of the year 

GHL: Well, that's interesting, be- 
cause the two films I liked the most 
were the two films you hated. And 
I was appalled that There Will Be 
Blood was even nominated. That's 
a terrible, terrible film—I’m shocked 
and saddened that people actually 
consider this a great work of art The 
first part of the film is made with a 
lot of artistry, but then at a certain 
point, it's as though Johnny LaRue 
gets into the director's chair. By the 


time you get to that final scene in the 
bowling alley, it’s become so dramat- 
ically ludicrous that | was cringing 


in my seat—one guy is channeling Al 
Pacino and the other guy is channel- 
ing Jerry Lewis. 

I had a similar reaction to No 
Country for Old Men: the whole nar- 
rative falls apart after the first five 
minutes. But | find that whole se- 
rial-killer metaphor fairly tiresome. 
Juno, on the other hand, surprised 
me: it's very much a working-class 
film, which is very, very rare in Hol- 
lywood. It reminded me of a Leo Mc 
Carey film—it’s very well-cast, with 
likable people in all the roles.. 

PM: Very likable people, but oh 
my God, that dialogue drove me up 
the goddamned wall. It's so precious, 
so overwritten... | wasn’t convinced 
by a moment of it. 

GHL: Well, it has a very unsettling 
subtext in the way it makes a baby 
seem like a pretty disposable thing— 
after it's born, you sit around with 
the father and write really bad songs 
and sing off-key. But again, what I 
think resonates for audiences with 
that film, what makes it seem like 
such an “underdog” movie, is that 
there are so few movies with strong 
working-class characters and so few 
films that deal with genuine human 
emotions. Give Jason Reitman cred- 
it: the sets and locations have a won- 
derful, non-manufactured quality to 
them, which is very rare nowadays. 

PM: I’m reluctant to give Juno 
credit for doing anything well, but 
I'll give it that. But is there a film you 
think was even more deserving of a 
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Best Picture nomination than Juno? 
GHL: Well, | came up with three, 
and

ic meltdown going on right now in 
America and their decline as a world 
superpower. I think 20 years from 
now, it will be remembered much 
more favourably—but of course, the 
Academy isn't exactly known for its 
vision. 

PM: I have two picks here. One 
is a title that a lot of other critics 
have singled out as this year’s big- 
gest Oscar snub, and that's Zo- 
diac. I’m not a big David Fincher 
fan, but I think here he really does 
something amazing. You get those 
bravura visual coups he’s famous 
for—the Transamerica Building se- 
quence, that “impossible” overhead 
shot of the taxicab—but what lingers 
in your memory is the way all the 
tedious minutiae of this case add up 
to something larger, into this pro- 
found statement about the nature of 
obsession, the irresistible attraction 
of immersing yourself in an unsolv- 
able riddle. 

And my other pick is a title that 
only I seem to love, and that’s Wil- 
liam Friedkin’s Bug. It’s the kind of 
small, completely nutty movie that 
has no chance of getting Oscar nom- 
inations, but I'll tell you: no other 
movie from last year got under my 
skin the way this one did. No other 
movie was scarier—not even Zo- 
diac—and no other movie was more

The puppets are pieces 
of art all by themselves, their blank 
faces somehow still expressive, con 
veying fear, longing, incredulity.

Their narrow little joints bend 
like fragile toothpicks, touchingly 
vulnerable to the slings and arrows 
(or giant, crushing fists) that threat 
en them.

Welcome to the first-ever installment 
of “Art Box,” SEE’s new regular col- 
umn in which two local art “enthu- 
siasts,” Jill Stanton and Mandy Es- 
pezel, take you on a bimonthly tour 
of Edmonton art happenings with 
wit, humour, and the occasional joke 
about pants. 

This week, the pair attended the 
exhibition Resonant Landscape by 
Brenda Kim Christiansen, the final 
visual presentation of her M.F.A. de- 
gree from the University of Alberta 
In this collection of large and small 
oil paintings, Christiansen portrays 
a reality that defies concrete defini- 
tion. By depicting a shifting and 
manipulated landscape, she calls our 
attention to the ever-changing way 
we define and remember the world 
around us 


Mandy €spezel: Jill, the first im- 
pression I had of this show was the 
overall formal quality of the work. It 
definitely read like a complete body 
going through a series of formal de- 
velopments and experiments. I was 


most impressed by the “studies” on 
display when you first walk into the 
gallery. What did you think? 

Jill Stanton: | was also especially 
drawn to the smaller ones. They 
had the feeling of eerie Polaroids in 
a strange land. I especially enjoyed 
their graphic quality—how the co- 
lours worked off each other and the 
confident and defiant mark-mak- 
ing—but something else seemed to 
emanate from them. The strange 
colour palette and the solemn, aban- 
doned landscapes resonated really 
well with the smaller format. They 
seemed extremely intimate, but at 
the same time very sterile. | just 
can't get the smaller ones out of my 
head... 

ME: They. kind of referenced 
photography, as a tool of recording 
and capturing something in time. 
Which, considering the ephemeral, 
transitional way the paintings pres- 
ent landscape, makes a lot of sense. 
Once they got larger, they started to 
be a bit more about “formal” suc- 
cess as opposed to the psychological 
power of the smaller paintings. They 
created tension between describ- 
ing memory and actually, physically 
representing it. Also, the installation 
of the studies was stellar. The way 
they were arranged into this collage 
of images on the wall made me think 
of how we remember and think of 
ideas in non-sequential ways—a big 
jumble of ideas all linked through 
one experience. 

JS: As much as I appreciated the 
formal qualities of the larger works— 
the compositions and colours were 


all very well-thought-out—I couldn't 
quite lose myself in them as readily. 
Seeing the studies, strewn about like 
a bunch of old Polaroids on a desk, 
made me feel almost voyeuristic 

ME: Yeah, like personal images of 
home put on display. I thought that 
“Slippage” (the large, red, mountain- 
ous painting in the back) was the 
one exception to the cohesiveness 
of the show. It seemed displaced, as 
if from a totally different environ- 
ment, imported from Arizona into 
the tundra 

JS: I don't recall being particular- 
ly put off by any of them, actually, 
except for perhaps the larger work 
of the sequence of graves with lad- 
ders protruding from them [“Winter 
Pits”]. The painting seemed slightly 
overworked, lacking some of the 
interesting depth and space of the 
other works, 

ME: I know which one you're talk- 
ing about. It seemed like it was try- 
ing hard to be symbolic of “man's 
hand in the land.” They looked like 
coffins. Throughout the show, there 
was this recurring orange fence, like 
those plastic ones you see at con- 
struction sites. They worked better 
as that kind of idea in a more ab- 
stract way. 

JS: I loved the fence. 

ME: Do you have any qualms with 
the fact that this is a show of land- 
scape painting? 

JS: There's nothing wrong with 
landscape painting. And these works 
definitely transcend the stereotypical 
definition of “landscape painting” to 
me. They have a haunting quality,

a way of staying with you long af- 
ter the typical prairie-land-and-sky 
paintings have gone. 

ME: It was refreshing to see paint- 
ings that made no claims of gran- 
deur or greatness. The work shown 
was essentially about finding a way 
of communicating about the world 
around us through paint. Christian- 
sen found a way of representing her 
ideas, and experimented with vary- 


ing ways of portraying that—a sims 
process which is at the root of som 
thing very universal and powerful 

JS: Well put, Mandy. Now let's 
grab another one-dollar Dixie cup 
wine!

Kinetic Genetics With A Sense Of Aesthetics 


DANCERS’ MOVEMENTS

Unless you're a molecular geneticist, 
you might find the name of Toronto 
Dance Theatre’s latest production 
too artfully esoteric to bother wres- 
tling meaning from. But if you really 
want a sense, however abstract, of 
TDT artistic director and resident 
choreographer Christopher House's 
creative process these days, Wiki- 
pedia can help: Chiasmata takes its 
name from the points where DNA 
strands cross and swap genes to 
make something totally different 
from whatever (or whoever) ret up 
to make it. 


Luckily, there's also a more prosaic 
reason House chose the title. Quite 
simply, he says, “I really liked the 
word,” 

There's whimsy in the latter expla 
nation, and it kind of suits House's 
intention for Chiasmata. Unlike his 
more rigourously technical Time 
code Break of 2006, the challenge 
of the new work, House explains, 
was to preserve spontaneity. So, he 
started by getting up in front of his 
troupe and improvising a few rou- 
tines. Then they did the same thing, 
allowing his movements to inform 
their own, which he videotaped 

“Often things can happen in im- 
provisations that have an organic 
virtuosity about them,” says House 
“If you try to set those things from 
the beginning, you never discover 
that flow.” 

Chiasmata, however, is far from 
the free-for-all this description might 
suggest. All that videotaped foot- 
age ended up on House's computer, 
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where he cut, rearranged, sped up, 
slowed down, and reversed them to 
create new routines for the dancers 
to learn. And, in “a wonderful con- 
tamination and cross-pollination,” 
says House, he and the dancers re- 
peated the process, and—like chro- 
mosomes, if you will—kept swapping 
material until segments suited the 
work as a whole 

It’s an exhausting method, he says, 
but “it's a way for me to work with 
spontaneous movement generation 
and hold on to the essence of those 
initial impulses. It's a way to shape 
those impulses, rather than—and 
this is a hazard of choreographing 
really consciously—only doing what 
you already know.” 

Although the show has passed 
through a filter of digital technol- 
ogy, House isn’t convinced Chias- 
mata has lost its human touch. “It’s 
very feelings-based,” he says. “It 
responds to some kind of ancient 
impulse. The way I'm describing it

sounds like I’ve structured it as this 
sort of automaton thing. But, para- 
doxically, although it's made through
